I 
pity the person that claims to be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost 
and fire and does not feel the 
flame of holy zeal burning in his 
breast. Put zeal and knowl- 
edge together and there will be 
something doing. Zeal without 
knowledge sometimes leads to 
wrong doctrine and fanaticism, 
but knowledge without zeal is 
of no value toward getting peo- 
ple saved, sanctified and filled 
with the Holy Ghost.

‘‘Purge out therefore the old 
leaven * * * * * Let us keep 
the feast, not with old leaven, 
neither with the leaven of malice 
and wickedness, but with the 
unleavened bread of 
and truth.”

Leaven is used as an emblem 
of sin. The very least degree of 
sin is obnoxious to God. We 


d 


cannot tell how much God hates | 


sin, but to say the very least of 
it, His very nature loathes it. 

Leaven is a sort of corruption. 
Sin is a corruption; it dissolves 
the very fabric of society; it dis- 
solves the constitution of man; 
wherever it gets into our life it 
puts it out of order, disjoints 1, 
destroys its excellence and _ poi- 
sons its purity. 

Leaven is of a spreading na- 
ture; no matter how great the 
measure of flour, the leaven will 
work its way: there is no saying, 
“So far shalt thou go and no far- 
ther.”’

Thus it is with sin. When 
had place among angels it brought 
down a multitude of them: when 
one woman sinned the entire 
human race was leavened by her 
sin.
